Evervthing was done to seente tha suceess
of his lectvire and the gathering of o large
assemblnge,  Advertisamoents were inserted in
all the Illlil"i'n: notices of the oceasion were
given in all their columns; and enlogies of
tho ability of the orator, with liuts of (he
novelty of his views, ns well as their agreoi-
Lleness, appeared in almost every journal of
the city. Large posters were stuck up in the
streets, annonuneing the mun, the subject, and
the place, as well as the charvitable object,
Bmall handbills, of like import, were passod
arotiind, and little cards were cirenlated giving
all the particulars. In fact, every means wore
ml-nplw.ll to secure publicity and altract inter-
esl—except, perhaps, the ringing of *‘Hoil-
man's bell,” the firing of dkyrockets, the
playing of a brass band, and the hiving of a
corps of those cadaverons caricatures of hu-
manity who promenade Broadway with adver-
tisements painted on their coats and hats,
Tiven the expedient of giving the “‘procoods”
that might accrae from the small admittanee
fee to n nobile charity was adopted.

And yet, to such a smull degree was public
intorest aroused, that there was only collected
a little knot of people in the great hall which,

The night, too, was anspicious,- The
heavens were clear, the air was mild and

gentle, the streets were dry. The place was
in the centre of the city, and everybody knew
the location of Cooper Institute, and how
ensy it was to get there. There were no
other popular attractions. Nobody else lec-
tured l-lllut night, and in none of the theatres
wis to be seen the moral dramn or any other
drama that had any rvelation to that part of

They would raise mil-
Lions of men and expend billions of money
forit, The Heyes of Delaware " are said to be
fixed on it, The “*Michigan wvolunteers,”
ginty thousund strong, are reported fo be go
mad that they can hardly help invading
Canada when they think about it—or rather
when Senator Chandler, with his two negro
flunkeys in their lavender conts with white
Luttons, on which appenrs a stag supporting
the letter C in red enamel with gold edge,
thinks about it.  The Sontherners ars alloged
to be ready to join lhunds, or rather hearts,
with the Northerners, in one fraternal burst of
rage over it, and the nogro will lead the white
muan to bloody fields to show that the eause is
one which links wns all in a common ven-
geanee, One might think that even the
“sleepless nights” which Judge Cardozo spent
in thinking of Mre., Pearsnll and Miss O'Cons-
nor were periods of blissful repose compared
to the inflamed and maddened hours gpent by
the loyal subjects of Hail Columbiain con-
lemplating the Alubamn guestion,

We fear it must be confessed, afterall, that
the greater part of the excitement pud wrath
over England and the Alubama is in the ex-
citable newspapors. The froth which they
work up is on the surface, and does not agi.
tate the deep sea of American feeling, No
doubt everybody wonld like to have the mat-
ter sottled, and properly settled. But the
conutry is in no such nproar or frenzy nhout
it a5 an ontkider wonld suppose who had no
means of judging of publie sentiment exeept
thie red-hot editovials of onr contemporaries,

The negro-suffrage experiment is hoginning
to bring torth its natural fruits in scenes of
riol and bloodshed, "hat disturbpnees similoar
to those in Washington have not yot taken
plage thronghout the Bouthern States, is
doubtless owing tothe fuet that all the slec.
tions yet held in those States under the negro
suffrage ogine have boen under the overaw-
ing and repressive superintendence of the
Foderal arnuy, In the seven States which
ratified negro constitutions, the officers were
chosen ot the same time that the constitutions
ware voted on, and while the States were still
under martinl law., Had Washington been
under martinl law on Monday, with an armed
Foderal force present to' preserve order and
YEPLESS onthireaks, the election riots woulld
not have ocevrrad, The natnral working of

tensified by the eaptnre of Washington and
the Luming of the national Capitol in 1811
thut gave to Jackson his great popularity:
anid thms the Jacksonian Demoeratic party
cpme into power. Nor could this party be
onsted nntil, in 1540, the Whigs took up
Genernl Huarrison as their candidate, a man
who bhad also gained his vietory over the
Dritishh in the war of 1512, Thus the groat
n of the Demoeraey ns the anti-British party
wis spilked, and they suifered a smuashing
dofent,

her grand design of breaking np the Union on
the slavery agitation, This, beconse it was
stibstuntially troe, was always o strong ecard
for the Demoerats,

Frow the onthreak of onr Southern Rebel-
lion down to this day; it has beon the good
fortune of the Republicans to stand as the
Union war party against the South, against
the Northern Democratic party, and against
England, The Republicans thias hold the in-
sitde track on these Alabmma elaims, and in
agitating the sottlement involvad in Senator
Summner's exposition they have nothing to
loge, but everything to gain.  As Jackson
upon his glorions slaughter of the British red-
conts ut New Orleans secured the Irish vote of
this country to the Demooratio party, so, now,
# Republican party movement promising a
difficulty to Englund, which will be Iralani’s
opportunity, may win the Ivish vote and leave
the forlomn Demoeracy hard aground,

brary, and taking but smwall inferest in the
nffairs of soclety, Of course, newspapers,
whose business it 18 to chronicle such affairs,
could have but little interest for him, anid it
i possible that he muay have mistaken their
vocation and imder-estimated their value, Any
keaper of n Library wonld have told him that
thio files of newspapers are umong the volumes
which are most constantly consulted, and for
a very good reason, They are history in the
vougl., They may not be always acourate,
even with the hest intontions; bat, on the
other hand, they correct one anothle, and
bulnnee ench other's In‘l'jtl-“r'l", It is safe to
say that withont the aid of newspapers the
history of the French Revolution, and of ous
own Rebellion, could not have been written.
In addition to the facts which they preserve,
they are also invaluable as indicating the
vitrious eurrents of lml.lm opinion, and the
relations of contemporary parties.  Where, in
defunlt of such sonrces, the future historian
is to find materinls for his work, we should be
ut a loss even to conjecture,
